IN THE SPECIFICATION : 

A marked-up version of the following amended paragraphs are attached as Exhibit A. 
Please amend the Specification as follows: 

On pages 4 and 5, please replace the paragraph beginning, "Accordingly, in a first 

aspect" with the following paragraph: 

-Accordingly, in a first aspect, the invention covers a composition 
comprising: (a) a saponin; and (b) an oligonucleotide comprising at least one , 
unmethylated CpG dinucleotide. Preferably, the composition provides that the 
saponin is derived from Quillaja saponaria, and more preferably, the saponin is 
chemically modified or comprises a substantially pure saponin. In a preferred 
embodiment of the first aspect, the substantially pure saponin comprises QS-7, QS-17, 
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
